I was up at a CMC race last month at 
Carlsbad and there were two official 
looking guys arguing over whether or 
not one of your reporters said in print 
that their liability releases were not 
worth the paper they were printed on. 
What is going on?

We never said that. Our reporter went 
out to a new track to cover a race and 
asked about insurance coverage for the 
racers. The promoter told him that he 
only carried liability coverage, because 
he felt that if a racer was hurt very 
badly he would sue the track anyway. 
Our man wasn’t too happy about this, 
because he saw racers signing lability 
releases, and so thought they could not 
get any money if they crashed, unless 
they had a very tricky lawyer and a lot 
of bucks to pay him with. 

When we discovered that one 
promoter had misread the article and 
was spreading rumors to the effect that 
we said his releases were not any good, 
we wondered why. Could it be that the 
releases weren’t any good, and he was 
paranoid that all the racers would find 
out the truth? We checked it out, and 
the answer came in from our legal eagles 
the same day we got your letter. 

The courts have held that a person 
cannot sign away liability. No matter 
what you sign in the way of a waiver of 


liability, you can come back at a later 
date and state that you either didn’t 
understand what you were signing or 
that you signed under duress: In this 
case the duress would be that the 
promoter told you that you couldn’t 
ride unless you signed the document. 
Because of this, the courts have taken 
the position that a person cannot sign 
away his rights to seek restitution if he 
ts harmed by another’s negligence. This 
court decision sparked the saying “Not 
worth the paper it is written on.” 

Most of the promoters of anything 
that might be considered dangerous will 
attempt to get persons to sign waivers, 
even though the promoters are fully 
aware that the waiver won't stand up in 
court. The reason for this is that a large 
number of persons are ignorant of the 
court decisions and will not initiate a 
suit, thinking they signed away the right 
to sue. 

Many promoters who have medical 
insurance for their racers are required 
by their insurance companies to get 
liability releases from racers. If they 
didn’t get them, the cost of insurance 
would be considerably higher and the 
participants would have to pay the 
increase through increased entry fees, 
Although this may not be a bad idea in 
itself, one must also consider all of the 
“‘minor claims” of the cry-baby 
category (sprained fingers, band aid 
type scratches, aches and pains) that 
insurance companies and promoters 
would be faced with. All of these would 
drive insurance rates up. The waiver 


Serves a purpose in discouraging these 
minor claims that are easier to ignore 
than go to court over. 

If a person does sue, he must prove 
that his injury was caused by the 
negligence of the promoter...Ed.

4-wheel vehicles and motorycles, have 
you ever heard the bikers say anything 
good like, “...the cars let me pass them 
quite easily.” Not too often right? Even 
though their classes differ, the 4-wheel 
vehicle drivers seem to delight in giving 
the bikers a hard time on the course. A 
sense of unfairness can be seen here. 
Just how much leeway and help will a 
car driver give the biker? 

In regards to Friday, November 9, 
1973, the day before the “Big River 
500” held in Parker, Arizona, 1, and 
many other persons would like to 
express our sincerest thanks to Mickey 
Thompson, a well known 4-wheel 
vehicle driver. 

Rick Owen, 18, of the motorcycle 
team of Rick Owen and Danny Davis, 
was out pre-running his half of the 500 
mile course on that specific Friday. At 
2:30 p.m, a private plane flew over our 
group who was awaiting Rick’s return. 
A note was dropped reading. “Injured 
man on motorcycle, follow me!” Five 
miles down the course we found Rick 
with a broken right leg. After our 
successful efforts to splint his leg and 
load him into our van, we then drove 
about 35 miles to the Parker 
Community Hospital. Rick needed 
immediate hospitalization. 

Here is where alot of our thanks 
come in, Mr. Thompson then 
volunteered to fly Rick in his plan, that 
had alerted us of his injury, to El 
Monte, Calif. where an ambulance to 
the San Gabriel Valley Hospital, and a 
bone specialist would be awaiting his 
arrival. The trip took one hour as 
compared to about 4 hours by car, had 
we decided to drive the distance. 

Rick is now resting comfortably in 
the hospital after surgery on Saturday, 
November 10, 1973. Here we have a 
great example of “help from a 4-wheel 
vehicle driver,” when it was greatly 
needed! 

Again, we express our deepest thanks 
to Mickey Thompson. Maybe a biker 
will turn out to be a great help to you 
someday.

Get This Straight 


Please let me correct a statement in 
your “Latest Poop” column in your 
November 20 issue. 

Papa Wealey has gotten his facts 
confused about the FIM noise 
regulations. 

At the recent FIM Congress the 
technical committee of which I am a 
member passed regulations requiring 


silencers for motocross machines as of. 


January 1, 1974 and for dirt track 
machines as of January 1, 1975. 

It is true that future ISDT’s will be 
run with an 84 decibel limit, but this is 
not based on the fact that every 
machine in the American Six Days was 
below this limit. In fact, not many were 
down to this limit, but there was such 
an improvement over previous years 
that the FIM felt that establishing the 
limit would encourage further muffler 
development. 

This 84 dbA limit for ISDT events 
will probably go into effect with the 
50th ISDT. 

There have been no provisions for 
putting mufflers on Formula 750 
machines within the FIM. Therefore, 
the statement that all Formula 750 
events in the U.S. next year will have to 
be run with mufflers is not true. 

Also, the FIM has not made a final 
decision to hold the ISDT in Italy. It is 
very likely that this will be the case, but 
there are a few details to iron out before 
it is announced.

Having had the rare and appreciated 
opportunity to ride some racing, 
works-type bikes recently that a couple 
of mo’sickle superstars have done well 
on, we are even more impressed with 
the incredible talent of these road race 
and motocross pros. The machinery is 
good, no doubt, but the pros’ ability on 
it is well nigh incredible to us mere 
motals. The machinery doesn’t make 
that much difference; the riders do. 


When are U.S. promoters going to stop 
calling their events that don’t pay World 
Championship points “Grand Prix”? An 
American International Motocross is a 
perfectly respectable thing to promote 
and race in. The “Inters”, as they're 
called in Europe, usually draw bigger 
crowds and pay bigger purses than the 
real GP’s. The U.S. races, like the 
TransAm, are even more International 
than the ones in Europe ‘cause we have 
more Japanese and Australian riders. 


We watched Tricky last night while he 
smiled through his jowls and tried to 
convince The People of This Great 
Country that he had the fuel shortage 
(which he must be blamed for to a large 
extent) under control. We aren’t very 
happy about the straight 50 MPH speed 
limit. It seems to us that motorcycles 
and small cars should be given a higher 
speed limit to encourage their use. It’s 
the American love for the Big Pig (Toad 
Cadillacs have lost $1500 in resale 
value in the last two weeks) that 
accounts for much of the problem; A 
trend towards bikes and small cars 
would be quite productive. 


We also wonder why the Motorcycle 
Industry Council isn’t doing something 
to point out the advantages of 
motorcycles these days. Billboards with 
a picture of a motorcycle and the 
comment “Fuel shortage? Not for 
us...Motorcycle Industry Council” 
would probably sell quite a few 
motorcycles and give them a positive 
image as well. A comment on the parking 
advantage would also be worthwhile.

The continuing saga of Mayes vs. Fishback 


Larry Pfutzenreuter dies in accident

Mitch Mayes and Jim Fishback 
fought a duel from start to finish 


in the sixth annual running of San 
Gabriel Valley M.C.’s Barstow-to- 


Vegas, with Mitch putting his 
400cc Husky across the finish line 
in 3 hours: 47 minutes, just 41 
seconds ahead of Jim’s 400cc CZ. 

Barstow, California, which credits 
itself with being the heart of the high 
desert, knows the town will be flooded 
with motorcycle racers beginning 
Thanksgiving afternoon and lasting until 
early Saturday evening. Hotels and 
resturants add staff to accomodate the 
crowds and the liquor stores lay in 
heavier-than-usual supplies of Coke, 
Gatorade and beer, the three items 
without which no proper desert race 
would ever get off the starting line. 

Last year’s limit of 2500 riders was 
increased this year to three thousand 
and each racer brought along his pit 
crew so Barstow was jammed with 


almost seven thousand people, filling 
every hotel and motel room and 
overflowing into the two camping areas. 
By noon on Friday it was almost 
impossible to find anybody unless they 
were staying in a hotel. Sign-up was 
flowing along smoothly, with vehicles 
approaching on a one-way road and 
exiting, having made nearly a full circle 
which brought them back to the 
freeway. There were a lot of cars 
moving back and forth along the 
camping road, four miles from sign-up, 
but unless you were very patient you 
either jumped on a bike to do your 
visiting or you postponed it, rather than 
sit idling your motor while waiting for 
the traffic to move along. 

It had been raining off and on in 
Barstow and it drizzled a little on 
Thursday night, raising hopes that the

race would be less dusty than the 
average desert event. 

The start was later than last year’s; 
8:30 for Am-Ex and hacks and 
dunecycles and 9:00 for Novices. By the 
time the mile-long starting lime had

their churning stomachs, down the line 
came a little white motorcycle-riding 
bunny rabbit carrying a sign which said, 
“Catch me if you can.” Well, it is a Hare 
and Hound, isn’t it? 

I know you have heard that the 
ground shakes at the start of this race 
every year, but it is hard to imagine 
without being there. Club referee Brad 
Goshe said the truck was shaking so 
hard that he was having problems 
holding on to the banner as the waves of 
riders thundered by. It would be great if 
somebody could someday figure out a 
way for the pit crews to see the start 
and still get to their appointed pits 
without any problems, but so far 
nobody has managed, so those of us 
who wanted to catch the riders at check 
one had to start well before the first 
wave of riders was flagged off. 

Mitch Mayes took an early lead, but 
Jim Fishback was hot on his heels. By 
the first gas stop at Razor Road, Mayes 
and Fishback were running just about 
30 seconds apart with a good two 
minutes separating them and the rest of 
the pack. Wayne Cook had his 250 
Honda in third place, but Las Vegas 
boys Scott Harden (Hus) and Jack 
Johnson (Hus) were right behind him. 
Bill Friant (Pen) was first 125 through 
at about twentieth overall with Neil 
Christman, also aboard a Penton, just 
one bike behind him. This was Friant’s 
sixth attempt at the Barstow-to-Vegas 
and since he had never finished one in 
the past, it could hardly be expected 
that he would finish this one, but 
maybe he was due, because he showed 
up at the finish line nineteenth overall 
and with the Penton still looking 
reasonably presentable. Neil maintained 
his second place in the class, and his 
position just one bike behind Friant. 
B-V has been good to Christman as he 
was first Amateur in his class last year. 

Tom Brooks was at sign-up and said 
he was ready to tackle it. Brooks rode 
the So-Cal Hare and Hound last week, 
his first race since he injured his knee, 
and said the knee had given him no 
problem, He was running in the top five 
just before Razor Road when his 
transmission bit the dust. 

By the third gas at Stateline, Mayes 
and Fishback were still demanding the 
ultimate from each other. Fishback lost 
his pipe just after check two, but he 
wasn’t letting off for one second; not 
with Mayes just in front of him, also 
pushing it to the hilt. The fierce battle 
had moved the pair out to a ten minute 
lead over Scott Harden, who was now 
running third overall and first 250. 
but having to battle with a flat front tire. 
Scott and friend Jack Johnson (the 
same Johnson who was first 250 at the 
Mint this year) were having a battle of 
their own, but Johnson lost his 
transmission and Scott was left running 
alone, ten minutes behind Mayes and 
Fishback and ten minutes ahead of Dave 
Cheney’s 250 Yamaha. 

The first ten riders were widely 
spaced with five minutes or so elapsing 
between their appearances. Wayne Cook 
charged past on a sleek Honda Elsinore, 
minus rear suspension, with A.C. 
Bakken (somewhat disguised with red 
leathers replacing the old familiar light 
blue ones) nursing his ailing Husky 
along, but still determinedly making 
tracks, trying to hang on to his position 
as third Open Expert. 

At the finish line spectators heard 
the roar of a finely tuned motorcycle 
racing toward them. Mayes flashed into 
view capturing his third of the big five 
crowns of the year. Mayes has won the 
Mint 400 (with Rolf Tibblin) and the 
Baja 1000 (with A.C. Bakken) this year, 
leaving only the Baja 500 and Check 
Chase for the other riders. 

Fishback made up for his lost power 
with sheer dazzling riding ability, 
keeping the throttle wide open all the 
time, the only way he could keep the 
now more powerful Husky in sight, and ` 
still was only 41 seconds behind Mayes 
at the finish. 

Scott Harden’s flat got to him on the 
last section and the subsequent get-off 
cost him another six minutes. He had 
enough of a lead over Cheney to 
maintain his third overall and first 
two-fifty, about sixteen minutes behind 
the leaders.

He 
won the Check Chase in 1971 and 1972, 
becoming the only rider to win the 
prestigious event in two consecutive 
years. He was widely liked and respected 
by his fellow riders, and his enthusiasm 
for motorcycling affected all those with 
whom he associated. 

Larry is survived by his wife, Carol, 
and two young sons. He will be buried 
in his home state of South Dakota. e

Dave Cheney (Yam), Wayne Cook 
(Honda) and A.C. Bakken (Husky) had 
stayed in the same positions since State 
line and Bill Staats, riding a 350 Honda, 
had moved into seventh overall for first 
Amateur. 

Steve Holladay (Yam), Art Knapp 
(Hus) and Morris Norman (Hus) came in 
one at a time and suddenly it was like 
somebody opened the floodgates. 
Riders were pouring in a dozen at a time 
and didn’t slow back down to a trickle 
for three hours, when it started getting 
dark. 

Sam Dempsey showed up on the 
same 750cc Triumph he and brothers 
Gene and Wally had ridden to second 
place in the Baja 1000, finishing 
twentieth overall, but certainly not the 
only big bore snorter to finish. Ron 
Sloan rode his Triumph in fora finish in 
spite of breaking both shocks before the 
second check, and replacing them with 
Curnutts only to lose a bolt somewhere 
along the trail. With the rough course it 
is tiring to ride without suspension, even 
if you have been racing every weekend, 
something Ron Sloan can’t do because 
he is too busy trying to save the desert 
so the rest of us can ride. Nice to see 
him get after it again. 

One brave soul showed up with a 
step-through 90cc Suzuki on which he 
made a total of 40 miles before his slide 
filled up with dirt and stopped him. But 
he said it sure was fun while it lasted. 

Dust, in spite of recent rains, was a 
real problem. In many spots it was just 
like riding in dense fog, where riders 
either slowed down and felt their way 
along or gritted their teeth and charged 
along blind, hoping the guys in front 
wouldn’t do anything abrupt. 

The wreckage at the finish line, 
which we have come to expect in these 
long races, somehow didn’t materialize. 
Whether it was a less than usually rough 
course, or that they are building 
stronger bikes, or the riders are more 
careful or they just broke so bad that 
they didn’t make the finish is something 
we may never know. There were the 
usual 20% flat tires, several cases of 
warped suspension, but nothing like we 
had expected. 

Also unusual with the more than 
1,000 pieplaters was the number of 
riders who did not lose their tank cards. 
It takes a while to get the knack of 
affixing the card to the gas tank so it 
will not be washed off when your pit 
crew dumps gas on it (and you), but the 
only finisher wihout his tank card was 
Brad Lecklider, riding a Can-Am out of 


Klamath Falls, Oregon. Brad took third 
in the 125cc Novice race but lost his 
tank card before the second checkpoint. 
He kept racing, though, just hoping 
those girls got his number at each check. 
It would be a shame to come all that 
way, ride such a goad race and not even 
get on the official results. 

John McCowan wasn’t going to race 
this one again, but Kookie insisted so he 
signed up. He thinks he broke a rib 
when he lost it on a fireroad within 
fifteen miles of the finish, but he was up 
and around and poo-pooing offers of 
sympathy. $ 

Old timer Dwight Avery did it again. 
Dwight was oldest finisher again this year 
and tried to tell us he was only 62, but 
son-in-law Mike Brooks of the Cactus 
Cats M.C. caught him in the act and 
made him admit to his true 63 years. 
Dwight says the only way to do it is on 
a solidly dependable bike like his 250 
Honda and he may have a point there. 

Of the 3,000-odd entries only 1067 
managed to get their bikes to the finish 
line, given various troubles with the 
bikes or their own too-slow pace. Gary 
Pesselt of the Four Aces was spotted 
arrving much, much later than he was 
expected, being a fairly decent rider and 
would only say, “You just wouldn’t 
believé it if I told you.” Which perhaps 


would hold true for a great many riders 
who had one of everything go wrong. 

Amazingly, Desert M.C. had 44 club 
members entered and everybody 
finished, among them district referee 
and next year’s District President Ed 
Farrell on his absolutely street legal 
Honda. Ed said the only problem he had 
was when his tail light failed him. Also 
numbered among Desert M.C.’s finishers 
were Todd Martella and John Watkins 
who took third place in the recent Baja 
1000, and 14-year-old Nat Myrick, 
whose. father also entered and finished. 

Official results may dispute this, the 
girls sometimes being hard to spot at the 
finish, but Camille Druge (Hus) of Dirt 
Riders M.C. looks like the first girl with 
Dawn Grant (DKW) taking second. 

The organization of the race was 
splendid with the only hint of confusion 
being at the finish line where everybody 
wanted to get pictures of their favorite 
rider and things were just happening too 
fast for everybody, but riders flowed in 
and out with a minimum of hassle. 

With deep regret we report the death 
of Larry Pfutzenreuter. Larry, one of 
the best and most well-liked desert 
racers was killed in a single bike 
accident during the race. Larry’s body 
will be sent home to South Dakota for 
burial. e

become of 
the King? 


The Kawasaki Z-1 was acclaimed 
as the “King Motorcycle” when it 
was introduced about this time 
last year. At that time it offered 
the utmost in performance with- 
out discomfort, reliability with- 
out mediocrity, image without 
sacrifice. 

The 903cc Kawasaki four is still on 
top of the heap, but the first challenges 
to its superiority have arrived or are 
lurking just over the horizon. The 
1000cc Laverda, because of its 
unavailability, doesn’t really count as a 
contender, but the 900cc BMW’s are 
going to be something for the potential 
Z-1 buyer to consider, despite their 
higher price tags. Honda’s biggie (we 
saw pictures of the horizontally 
opposed four the other day) will 





doubtlessly command a major portion 
of the market, and Yamaha and Suzuki

are almost ready to release their 
Wankels. The over-750 class will take 
off in 1974. 

The increased activity in the bigger 
bike class, however, is about to be 
affected in earnest by the environmental 
crises. Within a few years all 
motorcycles are going to have to meet 
certain emission standards. The 
Kawasaki 903 was: one of the first bikes 
to make any concession to cleaner air 
with its crankcase rebreathing system 
that sends oil vapors back into the 
engine. Emission of hydrocarbons is 
reduced significantly. The Kawasaki 903 
appears to be the cleanest basic 
motorcycle in terms of what it does to 
the air of any of the New Superbikes 
except the lighter, simpler BMW.

But the problem of what the bike 
does to the environment is non-existent 
if there isn’t any fuel to put in the gas 
tank. The fuel shortage appears to be a 
more immediate and pressing problem. 
Bigger bikes don’t always get poorer 
mileage, in fact, a service representative 
recently told us that his company’s 750 
gets better mileage than the smaller 
bikes in their street line-up. His 
statement is not borne out by our road 
tests, though. Bigger bikes generally 
carry around more weight, have larger 
jet sizes, and travel at higher speeds. On 
the other hand, they don’t take as much 
throttle opening to go the same speed. 
A bigger bike with a more mildly tuned 
engine can conceivably get better 
mileage than a smaller one because it 
isn’t wicked up so much. Such is not 
usually the case however. 

Gas mileage is affected by several 
built-in factors: weight of the bike and 
its moving parts, the state of tune and 
efficiency of the engine (carb size, 
intake and exhaust timing, compression 
ratio, and head shape all effect how 
thoroughly fuel is used), gearing, and 
the amount of resistance in the drive

train. A bigger bike is likely to be 
heavier and have more weight in the 
drive train. But the engine is likely to be 
less hairy and more efficient. 

The Z-1 is heavy but the engine 
strikes the rider as mild, and therefore, 
probably efficient in terms of fuel 
charge use. Ours varied from 37 to 44 
MPG in the more than 3000 miles that 
we rode it. We took two trips on it (to 
the San Francisco Indoor and the 
Phoenix Trans-Am, if you must know), 
and it always came up at not less than 
39 MPG if we stayed within 10 MPH of 
the speed limit most of the time. One of 
those trips was made with a passenger, 
too. In any event, the Z-1 gets good gas 
mileage — about three times what you’d 
get in an American car. The tank will 
get you over 130 miles before it is time 
to switch to reserve which will let you 
drive for another 30 miles if your 
petcock is like ours was. What it means 
is that a big bike can get realistic gas 
mileage figures when that becomes 
crucial. Z-1 owners say they get up to 
55 MPG. 

That we used the bike for touring

Yoshimura 
7-1: 

If you always 
wanted a 96 hp 


street bike 


I always figured that Yvon 
DuHamel was faster than I am, 
but now I know for sure. Riding 
the Yoshimura-prepared Kawasaki 
903 on which he won the Pro- 


duction race at Laguna Seca was a.’ 


revelation for me, because, despite 
the enormous power of “Pop” 
Yoshimura’s engine, the thing is not 
easy to ride. Not forme anyway. 

Since we had a stock Kawasaki Z-1 
to test, I thought it would be interesting 
to get the Yoshimura Z-1, presently the 
most successful modified version of the 
reigning King of superbikes. Dale 
Alexander, who handles the stateside 
workings of the Yoshimura Racing 
operation, agreed to let me ride the 
bike. 

This particular motorcycle has quite 
a history, In one year it has set records 
at Daytona and Bonneville in addition 
to its Laguna Seca win. 

On Daytona’s oval in March, with a 
special exhaust system, a fairing, and 
trick carbs, Yvon wicked the bike 
around to a closed course record of 
160.288 MPH. He also set a 10 
kilometer record of 150.845 MPH and 
100 KPH record of 141.439 MPH as 
well as a handful of other records for 
various distances. 

At Bonneville the bike went 162.842 
MPH for a MPS-AS (partially 
streamlined, fuel). record. It set a 
Production mark in the trim that: we 
received it at 141.733 MPH. With full 
engine modifications (that is, carb and 
exhaust changed) but no fairing, it went 
155.072 MPH. 


Despite its impressive track record, 
the bike is still street legal. The lights 
and horn work and it still starts

electrically. The stands are gone, 
though, and steering stops have been 
extended so that the bike will no longer 
make ,a U-turn on a narrow street. 
Exhaust. baffling is a bit less than 
standard (as large welding marks on the 
pipes testify), but it still isn’t as noisy as 
some collector systems. The end baffles 
are still in place. The pipes were cut at 
Bonneville and that alone added several 
MPH to the records. The Bonneville salt 
began to corrode quite a few pieces, so 
the frame was nickel plated before it 
began to rust. 

Except for the enormous Goodyear 
slick mounted on a special rim at the 
back, the paint job, and the absence of 
the tail section behind the seat, the bike 
appears to be pretty stock, which, if 
you’re into such things, can make for 
some entertainment when you arrive at 
a stoplight next to a competitive sort on 
another big-bore. 

The engine in the bike was not as 
radical as you might suppose. 
Displacement hadn’t been increased and 
the lower end was stock. The 
modifications are the standard ones. 
The cylinder head has been reworked 
and fitted with different valves and 
valve springs. High compression pistons 
and a camshaft complete the Yoshimura 
modifications to the engine. The carbs 
are stock except for metering. The 
pieces are for sale out of the Yoshimura 
catalog; your dealer can order them. 
They claim 96 horsepower. That’s 
reasonable; it’s broken a few 
dynamometers. 


The gear box on the bike is a recent 
addition. It is a special close-ratio set up 
that includes a tall first gear. The clutch

in the bike showed signs of age, and it 
required gentleness when engaging it off 
the line. After that it was easy. The bike 


thas lots of punch at low end and it just 


keeps coming as the R’s climb. We were 
told to shift at ten grand, but 9,500 was 
where the thing seemed to like to shift. 
At that speed you were covering a lot of 
ground, even in first. First gear will get 
you a speeding ticket — on the freeway. 
Although it has ample power 
throughout the RPM range, there is a 
subtle power peak at about 8,500 RPM. 


The bike was geared for Bonneville, 
so we never found a place to use all of 
fifth gear, but it would indicate almost

140 -MPH in fourth gear on the 
optimistic Z-1 speedo. To find out a bit 
more about the performance of the 
bike, I took it to an ACA road race at 
Willow Springs. 

Willow might not have been the place 
for the bike. I think I would have felt 
more comfortable at Ontario — on the 
oval. But Willow gave me a chance to 
get some feel for comparative 
performance. 

It was the fastest street-legal bike on 
the track — by far. On one occasion I 
pulled up next to the 750 Kawasaki that 
I usually ride, one of the faster bikes in

was not just by chance. We were all 
scheming and planning on it weeks 
before it arrived. Everybody had a trip 
they wanted to take and everybody had 
their eyes on the Kawasaki. The big four 
strikes you as a touring bike, both when 
you see it and when you ride it. 

The seat is long, wide and 
comfortable. Passengers always 
commented on comfort. Wind is kept 
off the chest by the instruments, which 
foil the wind like bug shields on some 
cars. The legs can also tuck in, at the 
back of the tank, Vibration is no 
problem except in the special Z-1 
mirrors, the elements of which vibrated 
badly at cruising speed. 

Cruising speed was what ever you felt 
like. The bike pulls effortlessly to well 
over any speed limit. First will go to an 
indicated 57 MPH at the 9,000 RPM 
redline. Second will indicate almost 80. 
Top gear finds 5000 RPM at 83 MPH. But 
the speedo is rather optimistic. That 57 
MPH is closer to 52 and 77 means about 
70. Out on the road we normally 
cruised at what the speedo claimed was 
ten MPH over the speed limit. We passed 
a Highway Patrol car in this manner and 
weren’t paid any attention. One staffer 
was, uh, exploring the comfort of the 
Z-1 at an indicated 100 MPH. It was 
fortunate that the speedo lies. The 
officer that stopped him) would have 
had to take him to jail if he’d been 
going as fast as the speedo believed. 

The performance of the Z-1 is 
complemented by little demand for 


. Maintenance. We put about 3100 miles 


on it, and in that time all we did was 
change the oil and oil filter once and 
adjust the chain once. That’s all. Thanks 
to the countershaft driven chain oiler, 
we didn’t even have to lube the chain. 
The carbs seemed to need some 
synchronization by the time we were 
done, but it still ran just fine and even 
idled. 

It didn’t ever like to idle when it was 
cold. All that metal takes quite a while 
to warm up and you have to ride a mile 
or so with the choke on, even after a 
two minute warm-up. 

Moving away from a stop reveals that 
the 903 has a fairly tall first gear and 
also the power band to cope with it. It 
will pull from two grand without 
lugging. Shifting pressure is light and 
engagement positive — usually, The only 
problem that we had with the bike was 
an occasional tendency to pop out of 
second, ‘and, once or twice, first, gear 
when you were slowing down and 
making several down shifts. It was only 
inconvenient for us, fortunately, and 
seems to be peculiar to our machine. 

Something that wasn’t peculiar to 
our machine is bad shocks. These were 
different than the shocks that were on 
the last Z-1 we tested, and neither bike 
had anything like the worst shocks 
we’ve ever come up against. They just 
weren’t what one expects from a bike 
that touts itself as King. These shocks 
had stiffer springs than the last ones we 
tested, so the lack of rebound damping 
was noticeable. 

This lack of proper shocks affected 
the bike in three ways. First, it would 
wobble slightly in high speed turns, but 
not as much as our previous test bike 
and it never got scary in normally hard 
driving. Secondly, in bumpy corners, 
you could get the rear wheel to begin to 
hop a little if you were in a hurry. 
Going real fast on a bike that heavy 
with only one wheel maintaining a firm

grip is rather scary. Thirdly, the bike 
would bump up slightly on concrete 
freeways because of the impact, which 
was passed to the rider, from the bump 
at the joint of each concrete. slab. 
Carrying a passenger was enough to 
overcome the problem, part of the 
blame for which should be given to the 
front forks. We were given suggestions 
for three different special mixtures of 
oils to pour in the forks, all of which 
were guaranteed to cure it, so we left 
them alone. 

The Z-1 doesn’t have the Honda 
750’s tendency to fall into a turn, The 
steering is quite neutral at all speeds. It 
will remain quite manageable at 
walking speed with your feet on the 
pegs. High speed handling isn’t quite as 
good, Some steering precision is lost 
because of the shocks. 

There are two schools of thought 
about the front brake. Some people 
think it should be a dual disc instead of 
the optional single. A dual disc would 
offer lighter braking pressure and slightly 
quicker response in a panic stop. The 
dual disc is an option. We strongly 
recommend it for every purchaser who 
has had some experience with high 
performance motocrycles. 

Clutch pull remained light during the 
entire test. Throttle spring tension was 
light enough that your wrist didn’t get 
sore after a day of riding. That’s fairly 
decent. Not throttle damper is needed. 

The bars are wide and lean back a 
little to meet the rider. As usual there 
was disagreement about whether they 
were right or not. Handlebars seem to 
be a matter of taste and some people are 
more concerned about them than 
others. 

The tool box contained the same sort 
of tools as are found on most 
motorcycles today: not real good, even 
though this set was polished. The engine 
cases are held together with phillips head 
screws, unfortunately. Everybody 
should use allens, especially those who 
seek to be King. 

Changes on the ‘74 version aren’t 
sweeping. The paint has been changed 
slightly on the version we had, and 
another new paint job has been added. 
The engine is no longer anodized black 
and we don’t mind the change. The 
major change is inside the crankcases 
where baffling has been added to keep 
the oil from flowing away from the oil 
pump pick-up when the bike is 
accelerating briskly up steep hills. 
Changes have been made in some of the 
gaskets; the head gasket, for example, is 
now two pieces. A stop light monitoring 
light has been added to the instrument 
panel and a rear brake wear indicator 
has been added at the rear wheel. 

Our legislative consultant insisted 
that we compliment Kawasaki on their 
gas cap, which is hinged at the rear so it 
doesn’t become a degonadizer like the 
gas caps on other machines. 

We liked the Z-1. The impression 
that they’ve made on those who’ve 
ridden them can be demonstrated by 
the number of motorcycle press persons 
who own them. 

We looked forward to testing the Z-1 
and we all enjoyed riding it. It’s very 
impressive, but the daily papers leave 
you wondering what’s going to happen 
to superbikes. High performance street 
motorcycles weren’t conceived of or 
built for a country with a 50 miles per 
hour top speed. The Z-1 is most of what 
the experienced road rider wants at the 
moment, but if the 50 MPH thing comes 
down, it may be too much.

Last Chance 

You could have knocked me over 
with a feather when I opened the mail 
the other day and my Last Chance 
Enduro finishing pin finally got here. 
Not bad since the enduro was last 
December. CEA had a really good idea 
originally for their pins in that they 
were going to put each rider’s picture on 
his own finishing pin. Good idea but it 
didn’t work out. 

Speaking of the Last Chance Enduro, 
the calendar shows it to be two 
100-mile loops which is a misprint. It 
will be two 50-mile loops and CEA will 
be looking for unauthorized people on 
their course. I truly pity anyone they 
catch screwing up the course. 


Tension 

I wanted to do a product evaluation 
on the Chain-Tite Chain Tensioner and 
obtained one for a look at it and 
discovered that it can only be used with 
the stock rear sprocket, which pretty 
well eliminates its use on most enduro 
bikes since almost everyone changes the 
sprocket. I feel Chain-Tite should 
include this fact in their advertising and 
šave a lot of headaches.

They are riding 
the new MT-250 two strokes. The team 
won the team trophy at the 500-mile 
Greehorn National Enduro with Marv 
taking first overall, all on the XL-250 
four-stroke. I can understand why 
Honda wants to promote their newest 
enduro bike but I wonder why they 
didn’t spread them around on Honda’s 
different bikes, say one ona XL-250 
(tried and proved), one on the new

some sponsorship in the enduro field, it 
goes to show you that the 
manufacturers are waking up to the fact 
a good many bikes they sell are used in 
enduros and can be used as a selling 
point.

Start bugging your dealer and maybe 
the feedback will trigger a good 
reaction.

ITA Trials

TRABUCO, CAL., NOV. 11 


For the first time in more than 
two months I went to a motor- 
cycle event that I really enjoyed. 
There’s nothing like watching a 
bunch of motocross, desert and 
trail riders as they learn to ride 
observed trials. There are flashes 
of when you took that first crack 
at a Novice section, ate it really badly 
and came away with a hurt look on 
your face, and if you were doubly 
unlucky, a hurt look on your bike. 

If the International Trials 
Association has anything to do about 
that rude business of changing your 
riding style to fit the trials picture, it 
won’t be such a drastic transition. 
Master trialer Bob Grove and Tom 
Hascher have put together the ITA for 
the purpose of providing beginners and 
people new to the sport with a chance 
to get a taste of what it’s all about 
without getting burned out on overly 
difficult sections. 

Most guys who are just getting 
interested in trials are already involved 
in some other form of off-road 
motorcycling and just don’t have the 
bucks to go out and buy one of the 
sophisticated trials bikes that` are 
available. They still have their DT-1’s 
and so forth and in many of the current 
Novice sections, that just won’t get it. 
So, the ITA has “devised” the Beginner 


class with sections and skill 
requirements to go with those new guys 
and their non-trials machines. 

The results are great. A lot of guys 
who would have been potential trials 
dropouts are now getting jazzed on the 
sport because they can actually do it 
without busting their bikes or their 
buns. As a result they are coming out 
the next time and trying it again and 
pretty soon they are in the local bike 
shop checking out the Cotas and the 
Sherpa T’s with fire in their eyes. 

The day’s activities stafted with a 
trials school conducted by Bob Grove. 
Bob runs everybody through the basic 
points of riding the trial and then takes 
them out for a trip around the loop. On 
the way he shows everyone how to 
follow course markers and not get lost 
while stopping at the various sections 
and giving pointers on how to get 
through the sections without losing 
marks. For the couple of bucks that the 
school costs, the time and money is well 
spent. 

The ITA alternates the location of 
the events between Saddleback Park and 
Escape Country while they try to set up 
their schedule so that it doesn’t 
interfere with the American Trials 
Association’s events. This allows the 
trials riders to ride every week which up 
until the forming of the ITA just didn’t 
happen. So for all of you ATA riders 
who have been wanting to ride 
competitively more often, get yourself 
out to the next ITA event and get it on. 
Amateurs are also welcome, and, if 
you’re better than that, you can still use 
the practice. 

With the coming of the Japanese 
(Honda and Yamaha are already on the 
scene with Suzuki and Kawasaki to 
follow shortly) the ease of purchase of a 
genuine trials bike will become 
acceptable to a great many disgruntled 
MX’ers and squeezed-in desert freaks 
and that means that outfits like the ITA 
are going to be the way to go. 

If you are considering getting into 
the observed trials scene and aren’t 
quite sure if you'll like it, you owe it to 
yourself to check out their next event 
November 25th at Saddleback Park. ©

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Forest Service proposes ORV rules - 
The U.S. Forest Service has re- 


leased its new proposals for reg- 
ulation of off road vehicle (ORV) 
used on Forest Service admin- 


istered Federal lands. Anyone who 
wishes to make comment on the 
regulations should submit them in 
written form before December 24 
to: Department of Agriculture, Forest 
Service, Division of Recreation; Rm. 
4242, South Agricultural Building; 
Washington, D.C. 20250. 

When looking at the regulations, take 
special note of the provision that no 
ORV should be operated “In a reckless, 
careless, or negligent manner” or “In a 
manner likely to cause excessive damage 
or disturbance of the land, wildlife, or 
vegetative resources.” Under these two 
provisions, it would be up to the local 
Forest Ranger where you are riding to 
decide if what you are doing violates 
them. If he is a biker, you probably 
won’t have too much trouble. If he 
isn’t, you could be busted for wheelies, 
slides, jumping, or for traveling “In 
excess of established speed limits”. Yes, 
they’re going to post speed limits on the 
trails. 

Other parts of the proposed rule 
require all off road vehicles to meet the 
stiffest one of any National, 
Department of Agriculture, or State 
noise standards, and that no one can 
operate an ORV on Forest Service land 
without either a valid operator’s license 
or permit, or the accompaniment of an 
adult who has a valid driver’s license or 
permit. 

If you do not think such regulations 
are a good idea, send your views into 
the address listed below. If you think 
you can live with these regulations, 
write them and tell them what you 
think also. We are not implying 
endorsement or non-endorsement of 
these proposed rules, only pointing out 
some features you may be interested in. 


Operating conditions set forth in 
this section shall apply to all off-road 
vehicles when operated on areas or 
trails of National Forest System 
lands. 


(a) No person may operate an 
off-road vehicle without a valid 
operator’s license or learner’s permit 
unless accompanied by a responsible 

‘adult who has a valid operator’s 
license. In addition, no person shall 
operate an off-road vehicle: 

(1) In a recekless, careless or 
negligent manner; 

(2) In excess of established speed 
limits; 

(3) While the operator is under 
influence of alcohol or drugs; and 

(4) In a manner likely to cause 
excessive damage or disturbance of 
the land, wildlife or vegetative 
resources, 

(b) All off-road vehicles must 
conform to applicable State laws and 
registration requirements established 
for such vehicles. 

(c) All off-road vehicles powered 
by internal or external combustion 
engines shall be equipped with a 
properly installed muffler in good 
working condition. A Forest 


Supervisor may, by posting of 
appropriate signs, or by making a 
map which shall be available in the 
office of the Forest Supervisor and at 
the local District Ranger’s office, 
require that internal and external 
combustion engine off-road vehicles 
shall be equipped with a properly 
installed spark arrester. Such spark 
arrester shall meet and be qualified 
to either the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture — Forest Service 
Standard 5100-la, or the 80 percent 
efficient level when determined in 
accordance with the appropriate 
Society of Automobile Engineers 
(SAE) Recommended Practices J335 
or J350. 

(d) Off-road vehicles shall not be 
operated at any time without proper 
brakes. 

(e) Off-road vehicles shall not be 
operated from one-half hour after 
sunset to one-half hour before 
sunrise without working headlights 
and taillights. 

(f) All off-road vehicles shall 
comply with applicable National, 
Department of Agriculture or State 
standards for permissible noise levels 
for such vehicles. In case of 
overlapping standards, the most 
stringent standard will govern. e 


Safety research 


Two major research contracts have 
been awarded by the Motorcycle 
Safety Foundation, it was 
announced recently by Dr. Charles 
H. Hartman, Foundation Director. 

The first, dealing with a 
Motorcycle Rider Task Analysis, 
was won by the National Public 
Service Research Institute (Alexandria, 
Va.), affiliated with Central Missouri 
State University. 

The second, an Analysis of Accident 
Reports and Statistics, is being 
undertaken by BioTechnology, Inc., of 
Falls Church, Va. 

Work on both contracts is under 
way. The two research efforts are being 
directed by Dr. Allen R. Robinson, 
director of programs for the 
Foundation. BioTechnolgy and NPSRI 
personnel have had prior experience in 
motorcycle-oriented research. 

The accident analysis study will 
assemble and classify all available 
information on U.S. motorcycle 
accidents. 

“Available information on the causes 
of motorcycle accidents in the U.S. is 
insufficient at present,” Dr. Robinson 
pointed out. “Current information is 
limited by the inadequacies of existing 
record systems and the fact that some 
motorcycle accidents go unreported. 
The latter is particularly true regarding 
off-road (trail riding) accidents.” 

BioTechnology’s final report is to be 
delivered by February 15, 1974. It will 
cover the following areas: 

1. Identify existing accident records 


systems and collect all available 
information. ! 

2. Correlate available accident data — 
including frequency and severity — with 
rider behaviors identified in the 
Motorcycle Rider Task Analysis so that 
voids in the data collection system and 
the human, machine or roadway factors 
contributing to accidents may be 
identified. 

3. Develop a model data system 
capable of collecting information 
relative to critical motorcycle rider 
behaviors. 

4. Recommend to state governments, 
Federal agencies, data collection centers 
and curriculum developers a uniform 
data collection system to guide future 
activities. 

NPSRI’s motorcycle rider task 
analysis work will be performed in two 
phases. The first will determine what 
skills and attitudes are required to safely 
operate a motorcycle. The next step 
involves - defining motorcycle rider 
performance objectives in order to 
properly guide curriculum development 
efforts. 

Development and evaluation of a 
Motorcycle Safety Education 
Curriculum will be the object of a 
future contract, according to Dr. 
Robinson. 

Initial award to NPSRI was for 
$37,136.14. Phase I is to be completed 
by March 31, 1974. The BioTechnology 
contract is in the amount of $28,522. @ 


AMA Speedway 


. FIM Acknowledges American 


Speedway Qualifying Round 


WESTERVILLE, OHIO, NOV. 14 

The American Motorcycle Associ- 
ation today announced plans for a 
U.S. qualifying round which could 
enable an American Class A speed- 
way rider to compete for the 
Individual Speedway World Cham- 
pionship in 1974. 

Due to regulations of the Fed- 
eration Internationale Motorcycliste 
(FIM), it has not been possible to date 
for an American rider to race for that 
title due to the lack of qualifying events 
in this country. The agreements worked 
out by AMA representatives to the 
recent FIM Congress in Spain establish 
such a wualifying series in 1974. 

According to the plan, a series of 
qualifying events under AMA sanction 
will be held in America to select the top 
individual rider. He will then be allowed 
to compete in the Anglo-American 
Nordic Finale in Fredericia, Denmark, 
August 4, 1974, This event is a 
quarter-final round of competition to 
select riders for the: Individual 
Speedway World Championship 
scheduled for Gotheborg, Sweden, 
September 6, 1974. 

Successful implementation of this 
plan for 1974 will result in 
establishment of an American Finale in 
1975 to select as many as three or four 
riders for the World Championship. 

Promoters interested in applying for 
sanctions for 1974 qualitying races for 
the Anglo-American Nordic Final are

the Production class. I sat up and 
shifted into fifth, letting the Z-1 slow to 
the same speed as the 750. The rider on 
the 750 was all tucked in, but rolling it 
on in fifth gear, still sitting up, I just: 
pulled away from him. | could pass him 
on the straights with about a 20 MPH 
advantage. 

The corners were a different story. 
The bike still weighs in at something 
approaching the stock figure. 
Everybody has their own method of 
modifying the Z-1 frame and all of them 
seem to improve things. I was asked not 
to divulge what the Yoshimura folks did 
to theirs, but it doesn’t seem to matter 
too much. Kawasaki has prepared a 
Production racing version of the Z-1 and 
made small changes that seem to work 
as well. Both sets of modifications were 
aimed at improving support of the 
swingarm and steering hand. 

The Yoshimura bike doesn’t wobble 
excessively. That is to say that it never 
wobbles so much that you have to shut 
off. If you’re like me, you might 
sometimes decide to anyway, though. It 
handles considerably better than stock; 
perhaps the Koni shocks help some, too. 

What seems to limit the Z-1 in 
corners the most is the tires. Ground 
clearance was adequate for me. I could 
just nick the track in the last turn at 
Willow where the turn tightens up after 
the high-speed sweeper. DuHamel, of 
course, had been dragging all sorts of 
pieces. (They had to make up a special 
alternator cover for him.) 

I don’t see how he does it, but then I 
never expected to. The tires are the best 
available, and they still aren’t too 
enthusiastic about keeping all that 
weight from going the direction it 
chooses. I found that if I was careful 
about rolling the throttle on while 
exiting the turns, I could keep the rear 
wheel from spinning and doing the One 
Great Leap Sideways. I still had to go 
more slowly in the turns than I am 
accustomed to on the 750. The front 
wheel would move over first with the 
power off, and driving out of turns with 
the power on, the rear wheel would get 
antsy and begin to creep out when it 
had enough throttle. I usually found 
myself going considerably slower than 
anyone around me. 

At Laguna Seca, Yvon was going 
faster than anybody, everywhere. The 
man is so completely in control of a 
motorcycle that it defies understanding. 
That I felt like such a porpoise on the 
same machine only amplifies the feeling 
of awe. 

The stock brakes are not nearly 
strong enough to deal with all that 
weight and speed. That fact was driven 
home fairly soundly the following week 
at Orange County International 
Raceway. After six laps, the rear brake, 
which had been tight at the beginning of 
the race, had used up all its travel, and 
the pedal was hitting the exhaust pipe. 
The front wheel is stopped by the stock 
single disc, something that anyone 
contemplating breathing on his Z-1 
should change. The Kawasaki optional 
dual disc would have made the rear 
brake last longer and the bike stop 
better. With the single disc I was 
shutting off very early. 

The Yoshimura “dragon” version of 
the Kawasaki Z-1 proves several things. It 
confirms the enormous performance 
potential of the Z-l, and it says 
something about the inherent strength 
of the Z-1 engine, since the modified 
903’s have apparently been quite 
reliable. It demonstrates that the worst 
of the stock wiggles can be removed 
fairly easily (and probably should be). 
And it shows that the stock brakes, 
adequate if not exceptional for street 
use, are not what’s needed to anchor the 
big bike if it’s being thoroughly wrung 
out. 

Yoshimura is going to be producing 
two hundred 1000cc versions of the Z-1 
in time for next year’s racing season. In 
addition to a hairy engine they will 
include a special seat and tank and an 
exhaust system. Not too many people 
want the bike or should be turned loose 
on one, but for the man who wants an 
ultra-high performance street machine 
and can handle it, the 1000cc 
Yoshimura Kawasaki should be 
singularly appropriate. °

Cycle News North 


Puyallup MX

PUYALLUP, WASH., NOV. 11 

This week Puyallup Raceway held 
their usual weekend race program 
but they were already preparing 
for next week’s Trans-Am. In 
operation for the first time was a 
Preston Petty starting gate that 
operated flawlessly and was never 
outwitted by the riders. Lots of 
sand has been mixed into the dirt and 
proved its worth as the track was 
deluged by rains for a week before and 
during most of the day.

After the B’s run in the morning the 
A’s came out in the afternoon rains. 
Mitch Simmons, getting in all the 
practice he can for the Support class 
next week, won both the 125 and Open 
class. In the first 125 moto Doug Rains, 


the eventual winner of the 250 class, 
kept Simmons on his hip but then he 
chalked up a DNF for the second moto. 

In the Open class Simmons ran 
second most of the first moto. Most of 
his trouble came from Mike Guthrie, an 
up and coming charger who lacks 
consistency but not style and speed.

Big Time 
Burn-out

ONTARIO, CAL., NOV. 25 

The fourth annual Supernationals 
of Drag Racing took place during 
two weekends at Ontario Motor 
Speedway this month with the big 
bikes going at it on the same 
program with four wheel legends. 

“Now that the drag bikes have 
been incorporated into the 
National Hod Rod Association, there is 
going to be alot more action from them 
in the future” promised the announcer, 
but they were nothing more than a 
sideshow to the record breakings of the 
car drivers. The bike pilots are excellent, 
they are fun to watch and very exciting, 
but the crowd and the officials are car 
nuts and don’t think very highly of the 
two wheeled racers. 

The entire field of bikes numbered 
only 10 before qualifying took place on 
the weekend of November 17th and 
18th. Rain forced cancellation of the 
final eliminations until today, and the 
final bike field numbers eight riders. So 
much for who is who on the NHRA 
circuit. A few guys stick it out against 
the cars for popularity with the crowd. 
Turning in a speed of over 160 miles per 
hour in a quarter mile is no easy trick. 

In the first heat, T.C. Christenson of 
Kenosha, Wisconsin beat -Sonny 
Raskawski of Van Nuys with a speed of 
164.55 to the loser’s 158.17. 

Heat two gave the nod to Jim Preisler 
over Boris Murray. In heat three, Dave 
Campos from Alburquerque beat out 
Bob Olens with a speed of over 157 to 
the loser’s 143. The final heat in the 
first round saw Joe Smith taking the 
win after Bob Mauriello broke a chain 
on the line. 

The second elimination round found 
Christenson beating out Smiti. with a 
speed of over 166 miles per hour and an 
E.T. (that’s Elapsed Time to all you non 
drag fans. You have to learn the lingo 
quickly) of 8.54 seconds. The second 
heat, and Jim Preisler took the win from 
a hard charging Dave Campos. 

The bikes mostly Harleys, are 
sprinkled in with Nortons and Triumphs 
here and there. The rewards of the sport 
can be great, and while drag bikes till 
haven’t received the recognition they 
deserve, the day may come (especially 
with the fuel shortage) when they will 
be as well known as Don Garlits and his 
machines. 

The final race of the day for the 
championship of the 1974 
Supernationals put T.C. Christenson on 
the line with Jim Preisler. Preisler, of 
Minneapolis, got the hole shot, but 
T.C.’s Norton was quick enough to 
catch up and take the win. The elapsed 
time for Christenson was 8.48 to 
Preisler’s 8.52. Close. Their speeds were 
167.91 miles per hour for the winner, 
and Preisler recorded 170.13 miles per 
hour. How could the loser be faster? 
Just.another secret of drag racing. 

Incidentally, Don Garlits set three 
world records. Cars may not be racing 
for too much longer, so they’d better 
get it while they can. e

Clements puts 250 together

LIVERMORE, CAL., NOV. 25 


lt was epic. There was, produced 
by the usual combination of men 


and 


continually 


evolving ma- 


chines, high drama, more gripping 


than I had thought possible this 
late in the season. Gary Jones, 
strangely invisible without a No. 1 
plate, led it. Pomeroy went the 
fastest he has gone since the Finnish 
Grand Prix, and that means that he was 
stretching out big leads in each moto. 
Adolf was his usual incredible, 
indomitable self and won the first moto, 
even after crashing hard. DeCoster, 
though, showed everybody who was 
paying attention (and that was 
everybody who was there) how he got 
to be World Champion. Along with that 
performance in a starring role, he won 
the Trans AMA motocross at Carnegie 
Cycle Park — Round 10. 

I congratulated Roger in the 
near-empty post-moto pits, telling him I 
was really glad for him since he had 
been disappointed by his Trans AMA 
results so far. The smile took over his 
mud-encrustred face, “I am glad, too.” 
But who wasn’t glad was Jim Pomeroy. 

Sure, he likes Roger and Adolf and 
admires them a lot as do most of the 
American racers who know them, but it 
is really tempting to say that Jim had 
this thing won. He had a 352 Bultaco 
that was a bunch lighter than the 400 
heavyweight he had been campaigning 
in the series and seemed to be getting 
the same, or better, power to the 
ground. Skip Krebs and Arnie Beamon 
had been preparing it, and Jim was 
ready to do the whole hiag double 
moto victories. 

Jones hasn’t gotten any worse on his 
starts, though, even if his results haven’t 


been their usual devastating selves. 
There are some other fast guys around, 
too. Like Gary Semics, winner of the 
First Minibike International (Complete 
story next week if the pix come out), 
who was second on a 360 Husqvarna. 
Then Adolf aced them both in one long 
pass after a lap and moved into the lead. 
Jones and Semics stayed two-three for a 
long time. 

At this point, two of the main 
characters in this unfolding contest, 
namely DeCoster and Pomeroy, were 
running about sixth and tenth, not too 
promising. “Pierre Karsmakers, who is 
basking in the strobe lights of National 
Championship-ness, was buried back in 
the pack. 

Bob Wright got the clutch working 
on his CCM and went fast — very fast. 
In fact he was over his head and hit first 
a haybale and then Arne Kring who 
admonished the young Englishman with 
gentlemanly hand signs to cool it. 
Wright was pumped and jumped back 
up and tore off down the hill. He kept 
going fast and did not crash again to 
finish fifth in the moto. 

Karsmakers moved up into the top 
six and then fell on what must be a 
subtly tricky corner on a downhill past 
a tree — kind of an off-camber “‘esses’’. 
It is the same place Wright just got both 
himself and Kring out of shape. 

Looking very red in occasional shafts 
of intense sunlight that poked through 
the rolling overhead clouds, Pomeroy 
moved up and up and up. He also 
looked very fast, up on the pegs. He 
passed Willi Bauer which puts him into

fourth with maybe 20 minutes gone. 


During this same first half of the moto, 


Rex Staten (Mai) in his first Trans AMA 
ride held off Roger DeCoster. He finally 
got passed by Roger but kept going in 
the top ten. 

Jim kept closing. He passed Semics 
on the uphill and went after Adolf with 
determination and a new Bultaco. 
Pomeroy had motored around Jones 
without any apparent problem before 
this. Adolf was out front where it was 
all familiar to him with Jim maybe 10 
yards behind him, 

People lining the fences have been 
swinging their arms in big rotary 
motions, urging Jim on. Pomeroy’s pace 
seems to keep building. Just how close 
to the ragged edge is he treading? I find 
myself yelling along with everyone else. 
It is the best Jim has looked in the U.S. 
Hoo boy! 

Then, for the second time this year 
in motocross competition, Adolf crashes 
hard at the same place where 
Karsmakers went down and Wright lost 
it. Jim goes past, the announcer chokes 
up with apoplexy and a high, rising 
whoop goes up from the 10,000 
assembled faithful. Jim starts to stretch 
out a very big lead. Semics is still second 
and Jones still third. Adolf can’t get his 
Maico restarted and spends time 
un-tweaking the bars. He finally gets 
going again in fifth, ironically, just 
ahead of DeCoster. 

Sure victory for Pomeroy — his first 
moto win of the Trans AMA. He was 
way out front. And then he wasn’t 
there. Gary Semics had the lead with 
DeCoster and Weil dueling fiercely for 
fifth place. Both of them, running 
together, soon passed Semics. Jones had 
faded back and Bauer was holding on to 
fourth. Then Jim comes motoring 
around, standing up on the pegs on his 
way back to the pits. The base gasket 
has blown and the engine leaned out 
until it seized. 

Weil and DeCoster are giving this 
two-man supershow up front, oblivious 
to anybody else except as they move 
carefully through traffic, lapping. 
Semics’ Husky coughs up. Geboers is 
motoring around up the on pegs, 
waiting for it to end. Marty Tripes 
crashes his 370 Hondaand the National 
Motorcycle Patrol inflates a splint for 
his leg. He rides the second moto. 

Adolf is leading again, winning the 
first moto after crashing hard and losing 
a bunch of positions 20 minutes before. 
Roger has come up with a force that is 
uncanny. It’s like no one can really hold 
him off, even though Staten tried and, 
yes, everybody else tried. Both the 
German and the Belgian’s rides are 
impressive, from a crash and a poor 
start, they are now one-two. They are 
also undoubtedly the fastest guys who 
finish in the U.S. today. Poor Jim. 
Disappointment hangs likea fog around 
the Bultaco pits. They had counted so 
much on the new, smaller engine. 

It seems like everybody had course 
marking flags wrapped in their rear 
wheels during the second moto. The 
alternate light sprinkles, which keep 
the track beautiful tacky loamy, and 
bright breakthrough sunshafts produce a 
full arc rainbow backdrop at the top of 
the start hill. 


The first guy through the scenery is 
Sylvain Geboers. He makes the 370 
Suzuki smoother even than Roger. He is 
followed up the near vertical hairpin by 
Adolf, and John DeSoto with a 
go-bananas-but-do-it-controlled start. 
Fourth was Jim Pomeroy. Jim got past 
DeSoto whose CZ had just lost its brake 
pedal. DeSoto motored rapidly back to 
the pits, got it fixed and rejoined the 
fray but his good start was now wasted. 

Pomeroy was wasting exactly zero 
time in going after Weil and passing him. 
Sylvain got overwhelmed in the banzai 
rush wherein Jim would keep the 
throttle on way past normal average 
shut-off points. Again, the fans went 
wild. If it were fixed right, if the Bul 
would hold together, if the suspension 
stayed working, Jim would win the 
second moto, He was pumped, wired 
and hand taped to “Open” on the 
throttle grip. Pomeroy started stretching 
out another big lead, picking up one to 
two seconds a lap over Weil. 

They had said in the Bultaco pits 
that Jim wanted a 20-second cushion 
out front. Jim Weinert, standing in the 
corners with his eye to the viewfinder of 
his new Minolta, opined as how Jim

seemed just a little over his head. He 
was. He was beyond the margin of 
control as a flagman waved the riders 
away from some destroyed ribbon that 
marked the course. Pomeroy went over 
the bars. His ankle was hurt, along with 
other parts of his body, and Adolf came 
by within seconds to gain the lead. 

You didn’t need that much lead, Jim, 
you really didn’t. But you seemed blind 
to “cool it” signals and hand motions 
from your pit. Pomeroy intended to win 
big. 

After 20 minutes, Roger DeCoster 
had moved up from about eighth, 
passing Bauer and Geboers to be seven 
seconds behind Adolf — according to 
the black-board that Karl-Heinz hung 
over the fence. Heike Weil smiles and 
waves, then goes back to recording 
Adolf’s American accomplishments on 
film in a very dutiful way. Willi Bauer’s 
wife is handling an 8mm _ with less 
enthusiasm. Weil and DeCoster move 
irresistibly away from everybody else, 
chasing and pushing and making no 
errors. It is not their way to make 
errors. 

Sylvain is holding third, which he 
will do with Grand Prix-bred consistent 
speed til the end. Then come Bauer, 
Wolsink and Rex Staten who is fading 
slightly but not badly from his good 


start. (The 15-minute night motos do 
teach the SoCal shoes to get off the 
line.) The next bunch is headed by 
Werner Schutz, who has abandoned his 
monoshock Kramer-Maico for a more 
“conventional” GP rig, Brad Lackey, 
and Bob Wright again on the 
stronger-running CCM. 

Steve Johnson, Brad’s chief 
mechanic, allows as how the suspension 
between Brad’s head and hand is starting 
to work. Yes, the Bay area hero does 
seem to have caught fire in this second 
moto. Karsmakers’ Yamaha dies at the 
third uphill and he falls back to a 
catch-up position. He later tangles with 
Gary Jones in a big crunch while making 
up slots and finishes, barely, with his 
throttle cable in his hand after a trip to 
the pits. 


This was the difference after 90 
minutes of motocross. 


Gary Semics had again been in high 
contending positions until his Husky 
again went sour. Wright and Lackey 
were doing some motocross racin’ 
behind Staten and ahead of Schutz. 
Brad passed Bob W., then had some wire 
hang up his rear end, got out of shape 
on an uphill and Wright got back by. 
Before the end, Brad would repass him 
and, in fact, finish first American for 
the moto, in sixth, passing Staten as 
Rex seemed to tire. Thorwaldson was 
putting in his usual fast, consistent ride 
and would eventually make 7-9 
finishes put him first Yank overall. It’s 
easy not to notice Rich unless you start 
keeping lap charts. He is so smooth and 
just keeps moving up. 

But what was happening was up 
front. Adolf comes full throttle down 
the bumps and ruts, looking less smooth 
than he usually does as he tries tostay 
ahead of DeCoster. Adolf is taking the 
outside line trying to stay away from 
the whoops and stutterbumps. Roger is 
taking the inside, doing the same. The 
gap between the two closes by fractions 
of a second each lap. Adolf is looking 
and concentrating about 50 meters 
ahead of him. Roger’s face reminds you

of a not unkind but lean and hungry 
wolf as both the Maico and the Suzuki 
come by zip-zip with the enginesall the 
way out at the top of fifth gear. There 
are no more revs to be had from either 
one on the front straight. Roger will 
close up to within a few feet and Adolf 
will stretch it back out. There is a long 
time until third, who is Sylvain, comes 
by. Timeis going now, along with the 
light which has played brilliance and 
shadow shows on the rolling, natural 
course all day. 

There are two laps to go in the last 
International moto when both riders 
bounce over the short downhill before 
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“the ‘straight. Roger has closed. He 
believes it is close enough to make his 
move. The Suzuki pulls up alongside the 
Maico but neither rider looks over at the 
other. DeCoster leaves the throttle on 
up the hill and selecting his line from 
previous tours goes by on the 
inside... WFO. He pulls out a few feet on 
Adolf, who has not quit racing, but it is 
all over. The white flag, Roger holding 
the lead by maybe 5-10 yards for a lap, 
then he takes the checkered with the 
rear end of the 370 breaking loose in 
the soft dirt. 

He pulled up short just beyond the flag 
as does Adolf and they both grin widely 
at each other, speaking in German. They 
have finished one-two to each other but 
Roger did it the most recently. It has 
been a rare and singular display of 
motocross at its very finest.

Bill Clements (Hus) won the support 
class overall today as the wind blew and 
the drizzling rain settled down over the 
crowd, and Rich Eierstedt (Hon) took a 
consistent second to make his series 
Support class crown invulnerable. But 
the most amazing show was put on by 
Bryar Holcomb (Bul), still stoked from 
his Puyallup win. Holcomb was the 
fastest 250 rider on the Carnegie track, 
and let everyone know it, even if a first 
moto seizure denied him the win he 
wanted so badly. 

Bill Grossi (Kaw) led from the first 
turn of the first Support moto, with 
Clements second, Eierstedt fourth, and 
Holcomb about seventh. Two laps later 
Holcomb had started his charge, moving 
up to fourth, but that was as far as he 
got before his Bultaco seized. A lap or 
so later Grossi got a little over his head 
and crashed, and Clements took over 
the lead for the rest of the moto. 
Eierstedt maintained in second, and 
Grossi got up and moving quickly 
enough to take third. 

Holcomb, his bike repaired between 
motos, jumped out in front at the start 
of the second moto. Bryar 
stretched out an incredible lead over 
Gaylon Mosier (Hon), who finished 
eighth in the first moto; Ron Pomeroy 
(Bul), eleventh in the first moto; and 
Eierstedt. A series of crashes and tangles 
were wasting riders farther back in the 
pack. 

Dick Mann (Tri), on what he insisted 
was his girlfriend’s cowtrailer, rode his 
trick-framed mostly stock engine into a 
pileup at the bottom of the hairpin 
uphill/downhill on the track. Dave 
Bunker (Bul), and a local rider joined 
Bugsy in the “flat on your back” 
action, but Mann was quickly up and 
thumping again. Bunker got moving 
again, too, but the local man gave it up. 

Clements, who was in fourth, had his 
turn to lose it on the next lap when he 
tangled with another rider and crashed 
at the bottom of the uphill approach. 
By the time he got going again he was 
back im thirteenth place and started 
working his way up to a finish in the 
position he held before his mishap — 
fourth, Jackie McElwain (Yam) from 
Benton, Kentucky was the next crasher 
at the base of the hairpin 
uphill/downhill, but fared: worst than 
the others, needing a stretcher and an 
ambulance to leave the crash site. Mann 
dumped it again in the same place a 
couple of laps later, but again took off 
to continue. 

Meanwhile, Holcomb kept his lead 
while Eierstedt and Pomeroy diced for 
second. Pomeroy passed Eierstedt and 
pulled away, while Mosier moved up to 
battle with Eierstedt. Bill Grossi was 
somewhat de-tuned by his ‘first moto 
crash, and circulated back around eight. 

Holcomb’s lead at the finish put him 
ten seconds ahead of Pomeroy, who was 
another six seconds ahead of Eierstedt. 





Clements, moving up fast from his 
get-off, passed Mosier before the 
checkered flag fell. Mann finished in the 
low teens. a 

Eierstedt jumped out ahead in the 
third moto, with Clements second, 
Holcomb third, and Mosier fourth. By 
the second lap Holcomb was up to 
second, and moving fast. One lap later 
Holcomb had the lead, and built up a 
tremendous gap ahead of second place 
Clements, and it stayed that way the 
entire moto as the rain intensified its 
efforts and the spectators started filing 
out of the area around the track. 
Eierstedt kept third, and Mosier fourth. 
Pomeroy was never in contention due to 
a bad start, and Grossi didn’t even 
finish. 

If Holcomb’s bike had not broken, 
he could have made it two in a row. It’s 
hard to imagine the frustration he felt 
when it quit, but when a third moto 
stall/collision at Phoenix two weeks ago 
stopped his win, he was almost in tears. 
This was not the first time his bike quit, 
and with Jim Pomeroy having the same 
type of trouble with his International 
class bike, it will be interesting to see if 
Team Bultaco defects to another make

All the way from Santa Ana to 
Lancaster, David Aldana was 
telling himself that he wouldn’t be 
racing; it was raining. But as it 
turned out, the only dark clouds 
over the Lancaster Short Track 
Championship were the lack of 
riders and spectators. Everyone 
else thought it was going to rain, 
too. 

Aldana began the morning with 
a good endo to get himself in the proper 
frame of mind to race. Then his chain 
broke and busted his Kawasaki's cases. 
After wandering around the pits a bit, 
Dave managed to pick up a ride on Rick 
Hocking’s spare Yamaha. Meanwhile, in 
practice, Terry Dorsch’s carb body 
broke, John Hateley’s clutch went out, 
and Frank Gillespie blew the 
compression release out of the head of 
Chuck Palmgren’s Yamaha. The 
National numbers were doing badly so 
far. Dorsch elected not to ride, mainly 
because Hateley stole his clutch. 
Palmgren (with a little help from Eddie 
Mulder) mickey-moused the release 
back in just in time for Gillespie to 
make it to the line for the first heat, 
which he won over Bob Sanders. 
Hocking, Bob Hosford, John Hateley, 
Rob Morrisson, Dave Hansen, and 
Aldana won the remaining heat races. 

Hosford got the jump on the field in 
the first semi, but his underpowered 
250 Honda single soon gave way to the 
charging Aldana. Hosford held on to 
second ahead of Al Kenyon, Joe Brown, 
and an off-the-pace John Hateley. The 
second ten lap semi was won easily by 
Dave Hansen, riding a new 350 Honda 
single, over Ascot star Ron Moore, 
Frank Gillespie, and Floridian 
(wintering in nicer weather) Charlie 
Seale. Rick Hocking reeled in the third 
and final semi ahead of Dave Lewis, 
Rob Morrisson, and Pat McCaul. 

Aldana led the trophy dash from 
start to finish over Hosford, Hocking, 
and Gillespie. Nevada’s top scrambles 
rider, Manuel Crummetts, won the 
consolation race easily. 

Northern Californian Dave Lewis got 
the hole shot in the final and led the 
first lap over Hocking, Hosford, and 
Aldana. In the space of about two laps, 
Aldana had moved into the lead to stay. 
As Hocking watched his spare motor 
disappear into the distance he almost let- 
Hosford slip ‚by. The two had a 
handlebar-banging battle for a few laps 
until Hocking got a super drive off of 
the hay bales and wasn’t challenged

He appears slightly out of fo- 
cus first seen through the misting 
rain of a wet Belgian summer. He 
is digging in his garden, wearing 
old muddy shoes and pants, a 
“wet-look” Suzuki paddock jack- 
et. The garden is extensive, neat, 
orderly, well thought-out like the 


man. 

Even when he’s handling a hoe in the 
flower beds, he looks like a World 
Champion. He is. Roger DeCoster, three 
times World Motocross Champion in the 
500cc class. It is the same lean, angular 
face that smiles down on you from a 
hundred advertising billboards in 
Belgium. He smiles now reflectively, 
getting the weeds out from between the 
roses. 

He is also Roger DeCoster, a man of 
considerable personal wit, charm, and 
intelligence. But there is always about 
him a certain tangible presence, that of 
a person who has achieved what nobody 
else has achieved on earth in this time 
period. Roger exudes a sense of 
confidence and a quiet competence that 
is taken for granted. 

DeCoster seems much larger than he 
actually is. He has a well-muscled, slim 
body and a way of moving that is 
always in perfect balance belying a 5’8”’, 
150 Ib. frame that would be 
inconsequential on many men. 

It is in the eyes that you can read 
much of Roger’s public self. They blaze 
cold blue with competitive 
determination when he is on a 
motocross track — whether in actual 
competition or testing. If you look 
closely in the turns, Roger looks very 
fierce yet with an enigmatic tight-lipped 
killer grin like “I’m gonna get you — 
because I know what I’m doing.” Off 
the track, the eyes will crinkle in smiles 
at a joke or a humorous comment — 
whether of his own making or by 
someone else. And the eyes always look 
directly at you whenever Roger talks to 
you. The eyes and the presence of the 
man demand your attention. 

DeCoster is, by no means, any 
ordinary professional motocross racer. 
That goes without saying in the 
competitive arena — ordinary 
motocrosser racers do not put together 
the savvy, skill, experience and luck to 
be World Champion three years running. 
He reminds you more of a 
continental-bred gentleman sportsman 
of good tastes. Don’t interpret this that 
DeCoster is a dilettante who stumbled 
into the World Championship. Roger 
worked incredibly hard, using his body 
and brain to the limit, to get the 
Championship. Now that he has had it, 
he works very hard as a Champion. He 
has never forgotten that his contract is 
with Suzuki and that they pay him to 
race so they can sell motorcycles (It 
seems to work in Europe. Suzuki seems 
to be the largest selling street or trail 
two-stroke in Central Europe. I can 
attribute it only to their marginally 
related World motocross victories.). He 
is seldom unavailable for a promotional 
shot when he is in the U.S. during the 
Trans AMA series. It is definitely, after 
winning the World Championship, more 
PR time than racing time for DeCoster. 
Besides, there is little left to prove and 
he, like most of the other GP riders, 
cannot take a chance on injury that 
would put them out for even part of 
next season. He is not dogging it. His 
personal make-up doesn’t allow for that 
but neither is there any reason to 
expend the precious reserves of 
emotional and physical energy that are 
involved in going 100% for 90 minutes. 

Unlike too many of our heroes, 
Roger gets better the better you know 
him. He is not a clod and he is able to 
speak intelligently about subjects other 
than motocross. His business dealings 
and endorsements are widespread but 
properly arranged and discreet. 
DeCoster knows his wines, which he 
chooses intelligently to accompany 
post-race meals. He seldom drinks, 
otherwise. He admires and can recognize 
fine antiques and art — some of which 
are displayed casually in his large, 
comfortable home in Belgium, 

Roger is not a snob. He is one of the 
most approachable current World 
Champions in any major sport. Perhaps,

because he worked so long to achieve 
the goal — with years of apprenticeship, 
then less-than-complete support when 
on CZ. But the Czech bike is good to 
learn on — Roger still believes it the best 
stocker in the things that count to a 
Belgian motocrosser, i.e., handling and 
longevity. It doesn’t break, especially in 
colder, wetter Europe. He learned his 
lesson and won his first World 
Championship his first year on a 
prototype Suzuki. Roger DeCoster was 
27, old enough to appreciate what had 
gone into the victory. Hakan Andersson, 
winning his first World Championship at 
27, was much the same: approachable, 
quiet, confident. Age mellows and 
refines even in the youth-domimated 
sport of motocross. It takes brains as 
well as throttle to be World Champion. 

Aside from the fact that it is a basic 
trait of his personality, it’s hard to 
figure out why Roger is such a kind 
person. He is — never making a joke that 
will hurt someone, seldom saying 
anything behind someone’s back that he 
won’t say to their face. (If Roger 
doesn’t like you, you’ll know it.) He 
will help out his friends even when he 
doesn’t really need to. DeCoster could 
remain behind the World Champion 
shield more thamhe does. This does not 
mean that he gives of his time 
unreservedly — he’s aware of its value. 

When Koji Masuda came over from 
Japan to race for Suzuki, Roger took 
him along to practice on their only 
prototype practice bike. He didn’t have 
to do it but Roger seemed to have a real 
concern for getting Masuda familiar 
with the 370 and American-type 
Motocross courses. Perhaps he 
appreciates the difficulty in adaptation, 
though DeCoster himself is nearly as 
comfortable in California as in Belgium. 

Roger goes out to practice — he has 
had little opportunity to do so since 
coming to the U.S. for the TransAm. 
His familiarity with the 370 Suzuki is

uncanny, even after seeing dozens of 
other GP riders with their machines. 
Two warm-up laps and then he starts 
sending the Suzuki prototype hurtling 
and skidding around the wrinkled 
asphalt of the weekday Saddleback MX 
course. Unsatisfied with the blue groove 
lines through some of the corners, 
Roger makes new ones, 

The slim, athlete’s body moves 
fluidly in perfect apposition to the 
bouncing of the machine over the 
rock-hard ruts. A local rider tries to 
follow him and crashes — riding way 
over his head. Roger continues 
smoothly with the exhaust note of the 
370 hardly changing for the duration of 
a lap. 

“That’s one thing bad about the 
TransAm,” Roger explains. “You get 
many young riders going beyond their 
capability in the early laps. It is a 
dangerous time. Adolf must take many 
chances to get good positions in the first 
laps.” Unspoken is the fact that Roger 
does not deem it necessary to take 
chances amidst a bunch of guys riding 
“beyond their capability”. Fast isn’t 
always under control and he knows this. 

A small crowd gathers as Roger starts 
to have the course to himself, mostly 
mini-bikers out of school for the 
afternoon. No one really believes it’s 
DeCoster — the World Champion — who 
has dropped into their local MX track 
for a few hot practice laps. 

“Is that really DeCoster?” 

“tea” s 

“Really? No kiddifig? How old is 
he?” 

"29." 

“Oh. How old is Bee-er?”’ 

“You mean Bauer?” 

“Yeah, Bee-er.” 

“96.” 

“Wow, DeCoster’s the best rider that 
ever was!” Hero worship of Roger 
comes easily — no matter what your 
age.. 
Roger is not riding spectacularly, just 
rapidly. He chooses the most exquisite 
lines on the cobby, dusty course. “Of 
course — it’s so obvious,” I reflect when 
I try them. Roger is riding these lines at 
roughly half again the speed, still just 
practicing. 

One of the 3’ 8” minibikers gathered 
to watch in one corner is finally 
convinced it really is DeCoster. He turns 
to his little buddy, similarly clad in 
$250 worth of riding equipment, and 
announces, 

“Im gonna go out and tangle with 
him!” He then stomps his 70cc Honda 
into life and rides off in the wrong 
direction. 

While Masuda and I ride his practice 
bike, Roger is polite to the two or three 
teen-age shop racers who come over to 
him and then turns his attention to the 
track, It is apparently habitual. He will 
not race here for three more weeks and 
the track will be changed by then. He 
studies the dirt, crumbling a clod 
between his fingers and trying to kick it 
with his boot. He walks the hard-packed 
berms and looks at other corners on the 
track, away from the pit area. 

He goes out one more time to test on 
two wheels the hypotheses he has 
generated by walking and studying the

circuit. Roger asks to be timed for 20 
minutes straight. He comes in exactly 
on 20 and, apparently satisfied with the 
discoveries in handling and lines he has 
made, rides the 370 into the van and 
ties it down. DeCoster went very quick 
for those 20 minutes — and very 
smoothly. 

“We put in two more gaskets to 
make smoother power for this track. 
Better for everyone, I think, that way.” 
He explains the advantage of the lowered 
compression ratio on the works 370. It 
enables Roger to knit every move 
together into an uninterrupted flow that 
reads out as low lap times. 

“Each year it becomes a little closer. 
You will notice that most World 
Champions are World Champions twice. 
The second year you have both the 
confidence and the ability. The second 





year I was Champion, it was very easy 
for me. This year it was very close. I had 
to use my head more than Willi. That’s 
where the experience is necessary.” 

The motocross events that seem 
important, really important, to Roger 
DeCoster are the Motocross des Nations 
(500cc bikes) and the Trophee des 
Nations (250cc bikes). That’s when all 
the big guns from both displacement 
classes seem to get together, grouped by 
national teams. Everybody is there and 
they all go at it together, both 250 and 
500 GP pilots. Roger has won both 
events for the past two years. 

And, of course, there is the 
motocross World Championship. “I am 
going to try very hard next year to win 
it,” he says quietly. Four 500cc World 
Championships in a row. Nobody has 
ever done that before.

Amateur John Sands first

John Sands went from Novice to 
Amateur to overall, all in one easy 
lesson, sounds simple enough but 
somehow things always do when 
you just say them. Actually John 
worked his way up to his present 
competitive state by riding all the 
way through the Novice program 
progressing all the time. He has applied 
pressure to the Expert boys several 
times lately and like a bottle of good 
wine, once you’ve smelled the cork 
you're ready for the whole bottle. 

At the bomb and out front of the 
fast moving group it was John Fisher on 
a 250 Yamaha with riders closing in on 
both sides as they headed towards the 
small saddle. Ron Dugan on a 400 
Husky, Gus Paull also on a 400 Husky, 
John Sands riding a 500 Yamaha and 
Jack Orndoff aboard a 400 Husky were 
all right on his tail as they shuffled for 
positions while picking up the course. 

Gus Paull had taken the lead by the 
time they hit the “old fashioned sand 
wash,” old fashioned in the sense that it 
was one of those big washes that run 
forever but appeared to be lacking the 
normal “‘whoop-de-doos’, that are so 
common now days in most washes that 
you almost forget what it’s like to sit 
down, turn it on and do some good old 
fashioned slidin’ in the turns. 

The Novice, Amateur and Expert 
riders were by now halfway around 
their first loop as the second start was 
about to get underway. The second start 
consists of the Beginners usually 
numbering half of the entries, so that 
breaks things up into two equal starts. 
At the smoke and really experiencing a 
dust free ride it was Steve Kotsay on a 
360 Yamaha. Pressing Steve and getting 
occasionally airborne was Chris Kallen 
on a 500 Yamaha, with Bill Burkhast’s 
250 Yamaha all hitting the bomb from 
both sides and giving their followers a 
pace to follow that was going to be a 
little more than most of them bargained 
for. However, hitting the bomb in the 
late teens and taking them up on their 
fast pace was Bob Irby, who for the 
next nine miles put his 400 Suzuki 
through one tremendous hammering as 
he made his way towards the front. To 
quote one Beginner who was running in 
the top ten, “I heard this noise and 
looked back, this guy on this Suzuki is 
really smokin’ it and doing handstands 
all over the place, I let him by and he 
just keeps click-clacking right-on, passed 
two guys in front of me, don’t know 
who he was but he sure must be sportin’ 
one hell of a set of gonad’s”..Bob Irby 
managed to stay together, stay on top 
and halfway around the first loop he 
was able to settle down as he now had 
the lead and sometimes that’s worth 
getting a little out of shape for.

Leaving the pits and starting out on 
loop 2 Sands was able to move into 
second spot behind front-runner Gus 
Paull, and now the Novice of last week, 
in his first ride as an Amateur; had an 
Expert in his sight and that Expert was 
the leader. 

Paull had the lead almost from the 
start and was now approaching the 
finish. The last time he checked Sands 
he was a safe distance behind but 
getting closer. Sands jumped off to the 
left and, letting it all hang out, was able 
to pass Paull, dodging through some high 
pucker bushes and taking the checkered 
flag just ahead of Paull. 

It was a close finish and even Paull 
was a little surprised. “That’s what 
happens when you get a little too 
relaxed I guess; he got me while I was 
sleeping,” said Paull. John Sands 
becomes the first Amateur to ever win a 
DRA event overall. Gus Paull took first 
Open - Expert, second overall, with 
Robert Dotson turning in a great ride to 
finish third. Ron Dugan pulled in fourth 
overall, second Open Expert on a 400 
Husky. Tom Wilhoyte, who managed to 
finish today after a streak of DNF’s that 
looked like it was never going to quit, 
did indeed finish fifth overall, first Open 
Novice. 

Bob Irby topped the Beginner race 
overall on a 400 Suzuki. Pulling in 
second was Steve Kotsay on a 360 
Yamaha, followed by LaVerne Garton 
on a 400 Suzuki. Fourth overall and 
fourth Open rider was Chris Kallen on a 
500 Yamaha. 

First 175 Beginner goes to Mark 
Smith riding a Yamaha. Jim Roberts 
took the 125 class aboard a Suzuki and

class on a Hodaka. First girl today and 
back after a layoff from an injured wrist 
was Leslie Klug, on a 250 Honda. e

Superfun Motocross

The Saddleback track was so 
slippery for Superfun 
Motocrossin’ Saturday that the 
Mini-crossers to the Experts were 
turned into masters of the 
full-lock slide with their feet being 
on the pegs as their 3.50 to 4.00 
knobbies lost grip out of every 
corner. Now the only question that one 
may have asked while slippin’ around on 
the Sad track is how is it goin’ to be this 
comin’ Sunday for the final event in the 
Trans-Am series, and how are those 
European stars goin’ to keep their 
machines from pitchin’ sideways and 
fallin’ if the track is just as wet? 

It may be no problem for the stars 
next week but it created a lot of bike 
bogging in the mud and head first falls 
for most of the sportsman racers today. 
As for the Experts things were more 
challenging as Jerry Trojnar of the 250 
class gassed out of the pack and led the 
racing for another pocket full of cash. 
He’s out at Saddleback Park every 
Saturday and is usually challenged by 
Frank Steiner on a Yamaha special. This 
time his racing was against Richard 
Franklin (who has been a super CZ racer 
in the past and was on a Yamaha today) 
and Dennis Chandler who was mounted 
on a CZ. Another fast racer in this 
combined class, Gary Tomczak on a CZ 
in the 250 Novice class, had “U.S. 
Racing” on the back of his jersey. What 
did this mean, did he think he was goin’ 
to be on the U.S. team in the 
Trans-Am? His bike had a yellow plastic 
tank and he sat on a trick blue covered 
seat which looked sharp, now if he just 
doesn’t have the CZ seat fall off 
problem. It was Trojnar, Chandler and 
Franklin on the 250 Experts overall list 
while Tomczak whipped the 250 Novice 
class against Rod Cowell and Terry

His monopoly in the 250 Expert 
class tonight proved it was no problem 
even though up against some rapid 
‘crossers like Dennis Briggs, (who rips 
on a fine handlin’ Kawasaki 250), Mike 
Winters, (who Maico muscled it for 
B&V Motorycles), and Bryan Justice 
who gasses a CZ. Now while Moates was 
cleanly ahead in all motos, Winters was 
behind Briggs in the second moto which 
proved to be the bring out the worst eat 
of this class when the treacherous 
diving-board jump picked Bryan Justice 
for its victim.

MOORPARK, CAL., NOV. 11 

The California Racing Club of 
Riverside got its feet wet here 
Sunday, holding motocross racing 
at Muntz Cycle Park, just outside 
of Moorpark in Ventura County 
for the very first time. 

While the initial venture 
couldn’t be classed as the world’s 
greatest success, one had to wonder 
whether the fantastic turnout for the 
annual Hopetown Festivities just down 
the road could have affected the 
turnout at Muntz. 

Here’s how it looked from the 
standpoint of the 250 Expert class, 
which produced the best race of the 
day. The fantastic encounter involved 
Ron DeSoto and fast-rismg Von 
Peterson, both riding CZs. 

Peterson will always be remembered 
for his record setting endo at the now 
out-of-business Deadman’s Point Cycle 
Park, near Apple Valley. 

It was Peterson who became 
disconnected from his motorcycle and 
bounched numerous times across good 
old, hard “Mother Earth”. In the 
meantime, his piece of machinery set a 
new distance record, bouncing high over 
the fence and out of the park; like a 
homerun off the bat of Hank Aaron. As 
Von put it, “I looked up from the 
ground just in time to see a big cloud 
that looked like a A-bomb blast come 
from the other side of the fence. I was 
sure there would be nothing left of the 
bike by the time I could get over the 
fence.” 

Anyway, today it was all Peterson, as 
he rolled to a very impressive grand-slam 
victory over second-placer DeSoto. It 
was one hell of a show by Peterson. 

In fairness (this is not an excuse), to 
DeSoto, he has been out of action for 
almost a year following knee surgery in 
Hawaii. It was serious surgery and 
DeSoto told this reporter, “I’ve been 
away from racing almost a year, living 
with my dad in Hawaii.” 

“All I did was loaf around, swim and 
rest,” said DeSoto, who added, “this is 
only my second race since coming back 
to California with dad.” 

Ron’s first race was with the CRC on 
the last Sunday of October, when he 
placed third in his class, as his brother, 
John, “The Flyin’ Hawaiian”, DeSoto, 
made his return to the motocross circuit 
after being out of action with injuries 
for about two months. 

“John is back on the International 
Circuit now. His race at Houston, Texas 
was not a great success; almost 
everybody got a DNF. He’s in Phoenix, 
Arizona nght now. 

We might conclude the Ron DeSoto 
story for Sunday with one final 
problem. He had one hell of a time 
keeping his gas cap on. In fact, DeSoto 
had the biggest pit crew in the country, 
with just about everybody getting a 
chance to come up with the very elusive 
gas cap. 

Continuing on with the remainder of

the speedy part of the program, Tom 
Grant (Penton), ruled the field at 125 
Expert with a grand-slam victory. In the 
125 Intermediate class, Bob Garrabrant 
(Penton), was also a grand-slam victor in 
one heck of a fine race. 

In the Novice competition, Glenn 
Ewing (Greeves), zapped the Open 
Novice class with a grand-slam victory; 
it was tight at 250 Novice, with Bill 
Bledsoe (Honda), slipping past Chris 
Forbes (Maico), by 100 points; very 
close at 125 Novice, where Doug 
Gardner (Suzuki), overcame a 250-point 
lead by Pat Nixon (Honda), on the final 
moto to win by 75 points; Alan Smith 
(Honda) was a grand-slam victor at 125 
Novice, under 16; and Larry Cooper 
(Hodaka), ruled at 100 Novice by a 
grand-slam victory. 

Rounding out the card, three very 
small points were all that separated first 
place finisher Kurt Sofka Jr. (Honda), 
from second place finisher David Ewing 
(Honda) at 80cc Minibike. It was one 
super day of racing, with Sofka opening 
with two straight wins, then fell to 
eighth place on his final ride due to 
mechanical problems. Ewing placed 
third on his first two motos, then closed 
with a first place — but was still three 
points off the winning pace. 

And things were equally exciting at 
60 Minibike, where Tony Barbacovi 
(Yamaha), wound up a winner over a 
highly competitive second-placer 
Ronnie Strauss (Yamaha). It was all 
even at 700-all going into the final 
moto, which Barbacovi won. We should 
mention Strauss had just a few minor 
problems: on his first moto, it was 
mechanical difficulties: on the final race 
of the day, it was a flat tire. 

All was not lost in the Strauss family, 
as good old dad won the Veteran race, 
grand slamming the 250-Open Vets. 
Charles Strauss (Husky), never did have

Superfun MX

IRVINE, CAL., NOV. 17 
On the wettest day to hit 
Saddleback Park in Superfun 
Motocross racing in a long time 
the racing went on with the 20 
minute moto races anyway. While 
usually the track is in best 
condition due to the Park 
preparers and their bulldozer, 
today it was muddy and slippery. It 
stopped the motocross machines of 
some from slide outs, water-logged 
ignitions or in the case of the 
mini-crossers the challenge was just 
makin’ it out of the canyon uphill in the 
back of the track! 

The riding styles changed with the 
muddy surface too, as full-lock slides 
were being commonly thrown by most 
everyone on the corners and sweepers. 
The most talented racers in the 250 
Expert class found at Saddleback most 
every Saturday, Jerry Trojnar on a CZ 
and Frank Steiner on the very trick 250 
Yamaha, were there with Trojnar pullin’ 
a switch on Steiner with the win. 
Steiner is always consistent but I guess 
therainfall situation was gettin’ to him. In 
one moto he was doin’ fine and then 
didn’t come around again but still 
landed a second place in the 250 
Experts. 

A couple of the other racers that 
were in the top three and were slippin’ 
all around the place trying to get the 
rear wheel power to the ground were 
Robert Barline of the Mini Novice class 
and Gregg Weston in the 125 Junior 
class. Barline, on a megaphoned Honda 
XR-75, was one who had trouble 
climbing out of the canyon uphill in the 
back of the track and would end up in 
such a radical slide each lap that he 
would spin right off the track, yet took 
second behind Greg Cooper on a Indian. 
Gregg Weston (Yam) was breakin’ it 
loose on the same uphill with each lap 
also and was third in the 125 Junior 
behind Randy Shumate and Lue De 
Ley, both on Slowzukis! 

When the racing was over for the day 
the challenge of Saddleback Park wasn’t 
as it was fun for some and a hassle for 
others to drive out of the pits and get 
up the hill. The motocross bikes were 
slidin’ fine but when the racers got in 
their cars, trucks and vans they were 
even more radical when the mud was 
makin” them pitch it sideways on the 
way out. A Datsun pickup with some 
super wide tires proved the hot set-up'as 
I found true on the way out. e

PHOENIX, ARIZ., NOV. 18 
Motocross isn’t new to Arizona; 
the Trans AMA was just run here 
last week. And today was the start 
of a four race series which will end 
on December 2 with a shoot-out 
between Arizona’s top riders and 
California’s best. 

Saturday morning it was 
raining like cats and dogs, and I was sure 
glad that I had already planned to go to 
Phoenix. 

When we arrived I had a few things I 
wanted to check over on the bikes so 
our first step was Dave’s Kart and Cycle. 
The owner of this shop, Jack Richards, 
eats, breathes, ard lives motocross. If 
you and your racer arrive in Phoenix 
and need a place to go to work on your 
bike, look him up. 
Sunshine Promotions Inc. has moved 
Pro motocross up the ladder one more 
step by having this All-Pro Series at the 
Arizona State Fairgrounds. From the 
grandstands (with a covered top) 
spectators can see all the action in 
comfort and there’s no way anyone can 
get on the race track and get hurt. 
Sunshine Promotions is setting an 
example that I feel other racing 
promoters should follow. They have 
three riders that they sponsor. Chuck 
Lampe (Arizona’s number one 
motocrosser), Danny Croyle (who held 
the number one AMA plate in 1972 and 
this season added a 1974 half mile 
number one plate to his collection), and 
eri Kezar, a 16 year old young lady 
who has her mind set on being the 
fastest female rider in the world. They 
use these riders to teach motorcycle 
safety in the schools in the Phoenix 
area. 
Beginner practice was first up, and 
hat a carnival it turned out to be! 
Right after the straightaway tùrn there 


as a jump with a mud hole in front of 





it. For a good rider it wås an easy task 
to jump over the mud hole. But the 
Beginners just couldn’t bring themselves 
to push hard enough to clear it, so those 
that tried to ride off the end of it on 
their front wheel were in instant 
trouble, Ever ride your bike off into a 
tube of bubble gum? Front wheel sticks 
and it’s instant endo city. I never have 
seen so many bikes collected in one 
stack as I saw here. 

It was obvious something had to be 
done. So the bikes were stopped and the 
tractor was sent out to push the mud 
hole shut. 

After a few more laps it was time for 
the first 125 Beginner moto. The class 
was a runaway for Kevin Marinovich 
and his 125 Honda. 

Two-fifty Beginners were next up 
and right out of the starting gate my 
camera seized up, so I had to go to the 
van and file off the high spots. 

When I got back to the track, the 
125 Novice first moto was just starting. 
Again first bike to get the checkered 
flag was a 125 Honda ridden by Thomas 
Morefield. 

Two-fifty Novice first place was 
again taken by a Honda, this one ridden 
by John Mann, Phil Westerman (Mai) 
was pushing a little too hard trying to 
catch Morefield and did an endo which 
took him out. 

I had a feeling at the start of the day 
that if you didn’t ride a Honda you just 
as well stay home. They were winning 
everything. The 400cc class brought 
back my faith in European bikes 
because Maico took the first four 
positions with Jerry Canonic getting the 
win and Rick Bomar holding down 
second place. 

The 125 Amateur class was another 
clean sweep for the Hondas with Bill 
Meyers getting first, Dave Mann second, 
and Mike Carr third place. At the finish 
of the first Amateur 250 class it was 
Honda again with the win. Steve 
Gunderson had his hands full but 
managed to hold off Bill Brouke and his 
Yamaha, which finished second. I think 











it was Brouke who won the second 
moto which gave him the win for the 


. day. 


The Open class saw Macilray take 
first place with his Husky. Jay Majum in 
hot pursuit on his 450 Maico took 
second place. 

Second moto of this class was won 
by somebody behind number plate 39 
with second going to Al Macilray and 
his Husky which should have given him 
the win for the day. 

After the last 400 Amateur moto 
there was a short break so the track 
could be prepared for the start of the 
Pro classes. 

First race up to the starting gate was 
the 125 class. When the gate dropped it 
was Ronnie Martinez in first place with 
his Honda. Larry Watkins on his 125 
Tyran was right on top of him looking 
for a way around. Martinez pushed his 
Honda for all it was worth; you could 
see that Watkins was going to have to 
work for this one. Meanwhile, Honda 
mounted Goodrich was coming up 
through the traffic like a freight train. 
After three laps, Watkins finally got a 
drive on Martinez and passed him going 
over the front straight jump. Goodrich 
wasn’t out there for the fun of. it 
because he was on top of Watkins by 
this time. Into the next turn Watkins 
went too wide and Goodrich passed 
him. Watkins played follow-the-leader 
‘til the last lap and passed Goodrich just 
before the checkered flag. Rich Davis, a 
former California Bul rider who moved 
to Arizona about a year ago, finished in 
third place with his Honda. 

The first 250 Pro class moto was a 
who’s who race with more action than 
you could believe. After the start the 
lead changed about three different times 
with Chuck Lampe and Watkins 
switching back and forth. Lampe broke 
the silencer off his Maico and dragged it 
around the track for awhile until it 
finally found its way into his rear wheel 
which took him out. Watkins moved 
into first place on his Rickman and held 
on ‘til the finish with Bob Wharton 
(Hus) finishing second and third place 
went to Jeff Billotte (Yam). 

The 500 class was a round robin with 
Bob Wharton (Hus) first, Steve Strasser 
(Yam) second, and Danny Croyle (Mai) 
third. 

Watkins with his 125 Tyran pulled 
the hole shot off the start of the second 
125 moto and very quickly stretched it 
out with the battle behind with Ronnie 
Martinez (Hon) and Gary Hickerson 
(Hus) playing handlebar tag to see who 
was going to get second place. When the 
checkered flag came out it was Watkins 
first, Hickerson second, and Martinez 
third. 

Round two of the 250 class saw 
Watkins off the gate first with Lampe 
hot on his tail with his Maico. On lap 
three Watkins’ Rickman shook loose the 
coil lead. A quick stop to plug back in 
the fire was enough for Lampe to smoke 
on by. One more lap and Watkins was 
out. Lampe took the checkered flag 
with Glen Eckersley (Hus) second and 
third place going to Bob Wharton (Hus). 

Round two of the 500 class was a 
play switch the position game right up 
to the last lap with David Anderegg 
(Mai) first, Wharton second, and Eric 
Blatt (Hus) third. 

Moto three of the 125 class was a 
real get-it-on race. With Hickerson (Hus) 
working his way up to first with 
Watkins second and Martinez third. 
After a furious battle off the start line 
and into the front straighaway they 
wnet. At the end of the straight Watkins 
found out he had no rear brake, and he 
went off the end of the track. Lampe 
put his Maico in front and held it 
followed by Wharton (Hus) for second 
and Sam Redman (Hon) for third. 

Eric Blatt (Hus) took first in the last 
500 moto with second going to Wharton 
(Hus) and third to Anderegg (Mai). 

At the start of moto 4 we loaded up 
the vans and headed for El Maya 
Restaurant for a bench racing session. 
The local Phoenix heroes had a birthday 
cake for Larry Watkins. Next weekend, 
same place, same time, round 2. 

First place winner for the day were: 
125, Larry Watkins (Tyran); 250, Bob 
Wharton (Hus); 500, Eric Blatt (Hus).
